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A Remarkable Circulation Find for 201 7

I told her that she had a valuable and scarce coin for the high grade, and advised her to keep it protected, 
and not to clean it. It is amazing that this coin re-entered circulation nearly 180 years after it was minted. Appar- 
ently, this coin never left the State of Louisiana! 


On Tuesday September 26, 2017, a friend of mine from Chicago sent me 
an email. Her sister owns a small retail shop in Louisiana and is always 
on the lookout for silver coins coming into her register. Normally, they 
include silver Roosevelt dimes and Washington quarters. She forwarded 
an email with the following picture at right, showing some of the coins in 
the ''silver bag” that her sister had received last week in the shop. 


However, what prompted the email to me this particular day was 
that in the morning, she had received in her cash register an old coin, 
nothing like anything she had ever seen before. 


The email message was: 


I have quite a collection of silver coins. I have a small retail store and we find silver every week. I can hear the sound 
when they drop it in the register. This 1838 is by far my best find. The condition is ama^fngfor a circulated coin. The ridges 
around the edge, the details in her clothing and Tiberty still visible on her shield. 


When I opened the photos of this unknown coin, I was shocked! It was an XF 1838-0 No Stars Liberty 
Seated dime! And it appeared to be in pretty remarkable shape. Never cleaned, the coin for the most part, only 
had normal circulation marks, and one very minor rim ding just below the date. The photos weren’t particularly 
sharp (T sharpened them a bit for the article here), but most of the darker spots appear to be toning.

nate from the New Orleans Hoard and have significant 
problems. A truly original example of the 1841-0 is 
something of a prize (CAC population of 21 in all 
grades). In addition to the corrosion and surface con- 
tamination common to hoard coins, rusty dies and 
poor strikes are the norm for the issue with some die 
marriages essentially unknown fully struck. 

The 1841-0 can be an interesting, or part of an 
interesting, collecting project. The issue offers the col- 
lector a die marriage set of 6-8 distinct coins, multiple 
die states of at least 3 of those die marriages, and the 
opportunity to hunt for elusive examples of each that 
are wed struck and/ or weU preserved. 


The 1841-0 was mentioned last 
month as an issue with an interesting set of die mar- 
riages. In addition to eight listed die marriages, of 
which I have seen only six in the past 14 years, there 
are also some distinct die states that the interested col- 
lector can pursue. Two reverses in particular, Briggs’ B 
and F, deteriorate to the point that cuds form in later 
die states. Focusing this month on Reverse F, Figures 
1 through 3 show the early die state, the late die state 
with heavy cracks over UNIT, and the very late die 
state with a cud over UNIT, respectively. Close up 
images are shown in Figures 4 through 6. 


The 1 841 -O quarter is an elusive coin in grades 
of VF or better. Many of the known examples origi-

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Auction News

Auction Premiums. It should be noted that both 
Heritage and Stack’s Bowers now have a 20 percent 
buyer’s premium, Kagin’s and Goldberg’s are 17.5 per- 
cent, and Bonham’s is 17 percent. I did hear a few 
complaints about 20 percent premiums at the Long 
Beach show but 20 percent is easier for most bidders 
to calculate without electronic assistance and then ad- 
just their bids accordingly. 

September 2017 Auctions. Four major Uve coin auc- 
tions for September were all held in California by Bon- 
hams, Kagin’s, Goldberg Coins, and Heritage. The few 
Liberty Seated coins in the Bonhams sale were proofs. 
Both Goldberg’s and Kagin’s liberty Seated selection 
were quite sparse. However, an 1876-CC Trade doUar 
graded PCGS AU58 Type I/II was sold by Kagin’s for 
$2,585. 

The Heritage Long Beach Sale (September 7 
-10) did have a reasonable selection of better date Lib- 
erty Seated coins. An 1844-0 half dime in PCGS 
XF45 brought $1,320. An 1843-0 dime in a PCGS 
VF25 holder was also sold for $1,320. A PCGS XF45 
1867-S dime sold for $1,020. Surprisingly, three 1873- 


CC dimes were in this sale. Not surprisingly, they were 
the With-Arrows type. The NGC FR2 sold for $1,680, 
the PCGS VF25 for $6,000, and the PCGS VF35 for 
$7,200. 

Two 1877 proof double-dimes or twenty-cent 
pieces, graded by PCGS brought strong prices. This 
date is the rarest Philadelphia proof double dime and 
exceeded only by the much rarer branch mint San 
Francisco proof of 1875h The PR61 sold for $13,200 
and the PR63 for $18,000. Two 1855-0 quarters in 
PCGS holders were sold: an EF45 for $2,400 and a 
VF25 for $552. An 1865-S quarter graded PCGS XF45 
with a green CAC sticker sold for $3,360. An 1875-CC 
quarter in PCGS XF40 brought $1,440. 

An 1866-S no motto half dollar graded FI 5 by 
NGC sold for $720. Two 1873-CC half dollars, both 
with small CC reverses were sold: a PCGS XF40 sold 
for $1,560 and an NGC AU58 for $3,840. An 1859-S 
silver dollar graded PCGS XF45 sold for $1,748 and an 
1870-CC graded NGC VG8 sold for $900. A darkly 
toned 1876-CC Trade doUar grading PCGS AU55 
brought $1,680.

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Cracked, Shattered, and Terminal

1849 Liberty Seated Dime, F-106, R4 



The Philadelphia mint produced 839,000 dimes in 
1849. Both obverse and reverse dies show interesting 
and easily identifiable diagnostics for proper attribu- 
tion. 

Obverse Diagnostic 1: The obverse die shows a sig- 
nificant die crack starting in the rim to the left and 
sHghtly above star 3, continuing through stars 6 and 7, 
then across Liberty’s forehead before exiting through 
the rim above star 8. 


Obverse Diagnostic 2: Additionally, the obverse fea- 
tures a die crack through the bottom portions of the 
date numerals, exiting through the rim at about K-5. 




Reverse Diagnostics: The reverse die appears substan- 
tially more cracked than the obverse die, especially so 
on the left side. A crack starts at the rim, slightly be- 
low and the left of the U in UNITED before going up 
through the UN of UNITED, through the wreath 
leaves and the T of STATES, before exiting the rim 
above the A in STATES. An additional crack begins 
in the rim at K-9, crosses through the E in UNITED

before intersecting with the larger vertical die crack in 
the wreath.

The Whoopee Cushion in the Mint 


I The name Franklin Peale 
(1795-1870) Hkely rings a 
beU with many collectors of 
Liberty Seated coinage. Peale was the son of Charles Will- 
son Peale (1741-1827), a Philadelphia portrait artist and 
naturalist. Charles, the father, is best known as the proprie- 
tor of Peak’s Museum, where city dwellers could see exotic 
animals and other curiosities neatly exhibited by Peale. 
Peale was a celebrated portraitist with connections to the 
young nation’s elite, and museum visitors could virtually 
“rub shoulders” with the Founding Fathers that hung on 
Peak’s walls. Peak was prolific in other ways as no less 
than sixteen children sprang from his first and second 
wives. Many were named after prominent artists such as 
Raphael, Rembrandt, Rubens, and so forth. Titian Peak 
was another, and today he is recognised for his model of 
the eagle on the reverse of the Gobrecht dollar. 

Franklin Peak, Chief 
Coiner of the U.S. Mint from 
1839 to 1854 (shown at right), 
was responsible for a host of 
innovations during his tenure 
which served to raise America’s 
minting technology to a level 
competitive with the longtime 
European Mints. Indeed, Peak’s 
first assignment was to take an 
extended tour of the European 
operations; this took place from 
1833 to 1835. Among Peak’s 
contributions were the steam-powered press and important 
advances in the assaying of precious metals. Peak’s talent 
was recognized early on and he was promoted to Chief 
Coiner in 1839, upon the retirement of the long serving 
Adam Eckfeldt. 

The latter stage of Peak’s Mint career was not 
without controversy, as charges were raised relating to pri- 
vate commissions for medal making. At this time, the 
choices to manufacture a medal were few and it was natural 
that societies wishing to create award medals and other me- 
morials turned to the U.S. Mint for help. Peak accepted 
these orders personally and was accused of appropriating 
Mint resources to complete the work. The charges against 
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Peak are detailed in Richard McCuUoh’s Official Misconduct of 
Franklin Peale ( https:/ /nnp. wustl.edu/library/ 
book/536Q61k 

Much of this document makes for dry reading and 
we shall skip to the most amusing part which accuses Peak 
of implanting a whoopee cushion in his office sofa at Mint 
expense. McCuUoh writes “He seems to think I ought to 
feel ashamed of having even alluded to his noisy sofa, the 
trumpet blasts from the seat of which may, he says, be use- 
ful to ‘sound an alarm;’ but which, I presume from what I 
have heard, were rather designed to terrify children and 
disturb the nerves of female visitors. As he is entitled to 
the gratitude of his country for having furnished the Mint 
with so useful a piece of machinery, I will let it pass with 
the remark, that the statements of others show it to have 
been more costly than he pretends, and that it was not 
made chiefly with his own hands.” 

A witness, Joseph Canby, testified “Eranklin Peak 
had a number of men, that were employed by the Govern- 
ment, doing a very foolish and expensive piece of work, for 
a sofa, said to be for his office; whose job, in my opinion 
must have cost the Government between one and two hun- 
dred dollars; and which work now has been destroyed or 
thrown one side.” One of the Mint machinists further de- 
scribed the sofa “That about the year 1846 or 7, the said 
Franklin Peak had various workmen of the Mint employed 
at the Mint to make a sofa, which was to blow trumpets 
when a person sat on it — the carpenter Robert Wallace — 
James Noble, employed in the rolling room, made copper 
trumpets — David Gilbert, of the machine shop, made the 
springs, and W.M. Snider [the writer] was near or full two 
weeks making the mouth-pieces and valves of trumpets and 
other fixings. James Pierrie, who now works in the Mint, 
was sent for to paint it in imitation of rose wood.” 

Peak was eventually found guilty of sufficient mis- 
conduct and discharged by Mint Director James Ross 
Snowden in 1854. The sofa with the whoopee cushion is 
today sadly lost to history but we can be grateful Peak’s 
steam press engine has survived and may be seen today at 
the American Numismatic Association museum in Colora- 
do Springs, CO. But, the next time you look at a piece of 
Liberty Seated coinage dated 1 846 or 1 847, you can imagine 
a few trumpet blasts going off in the Mint!
